the luuldli- of the night the inhabit- 
ants of tbe town were as much as- 
toiiisbed as> the people ot Perth Aia- 
boy would U) if four armed vessels 
were to cieani into Raniau bay aud 
eudeavor to take possets)on of the 
town The peaceful Spanish towns- 
{Aiuple were not at war with any civ- 
ilized nation, and they could not un- 
der stand why bands of armed men 
should invade their streets, eater 
tho market place, fire their calivera, 
or muskets, into the air, and then 
sound a ti-uinpet loud enough to 
wake up everybody in tbe place. 
Just outside of the town the invad- 
ers had left a number of their men, 
and when these beard the trumpet 
in the market place, they also fired 
their guns. All this noise and bub- 
bub so frightened the good people 
of tbe town that many of them 
jumped from their beds, and, with- 
out stopping to dress, fled to the 
mountains. But all the citizens were 
not such cowards, and 14 or 15 of 
them armed themselves and went 
out to defend their town from the 
unknown invaders. 


Beginners in any trade or profes- 


sion, whether it be tbe playing of 
the piano, the painting of pictures, 
or the pursuit of piracy, are often 
timid and distrustful of themselves; 
so it happened on this occasion with 
Francis Drake and his men, who 
were merely amateur pirates and 
showed very plainly that they did 
act yet understand their businesa 


When the 15 Spanish citizens came 


into tbe market place and found 
there the little body of armed Eng- 
lishmen, they immediately fired 
upon them, not knowing or caring 
who they were. This brave resist- 
nce seems to have frightened Drake 
and his men almost as much as 
heir trumpets and guns had fright- 
ened the citizens, and the English 
immediately retreated from 
the 


own. When they reached the place 
where they had left tbe rest of their 
mrty, they found that these had al- 
•eady run away and taken to the 
>oats. Consequently Drake and his 
men were obliged partly to undress 
themselves and to wade out to the 
ittle ships. The Englishmen se- 
cured no booty whatever, and they 
killed only one Spaniard, and he 
was a man who had been looking 
out of a window to see what was 
the matter. 


Whether or not Drake's conscience 


bad anything to do with the bun- 
gling manner in which he made this 
tirst attempt at piracy we cannot 
say, but he soon gave his conscience 
a holiday and undertook some very 
successful robbing enterprises. He 
received information from some na- 
tives that a train of mules was com- 
ing across the isthmus of Panama, 
loaded with gold and silver bullion 
and guarded only by their drivers, 
for the merchants who owned all 
this treasure had no idea that the: a 
was any one in that part of the 
world who would commit a robbery 
upon them. But Drake and his 
men soon proved that they could 
hold up a train of mules as easily 


some of the masked robbers in 


our western country bold up a train 
of cars. All the gold was takep, 
but tbe silver was too heavy for the 
amateur pirates to carry.

Curing HMM 


NEW SHINGLES AT LAST. 


the Old One* War* Pat on Ml*, Skinner's 


BOOM On* Hundred Yean Afo. 


lira Mary Skinner, who lives in 


Wayne county. Pa., across the Dela- 
ware river from Cochecton, K. Y., re- 
cently bad her boose shingled and re- 
paired. There would be nothing strange 
•bout this but for the fact that this is 
the first time the house has been re- 
paired or reshingled since 1796. when 
the dwelling was built. It is known in 
the Skinner family aa the "new house," 
because it took the place of the old 
house which was built in 1765 and 
waa burned by the Indians in 1777 
The old bam is still standing though, 
It was built in 1777 and needs no re- 
pain. 


The locality where these buildings 


ttand was one of the first places where 
white people settled in the Delaware 
valley, the Skinner family having gone 
thither in 1754 
Daniel Skinner, the 


pioneer of the family, was an old sailor. 
The hills and valleys hereabout were 
covered with dense forests of pine 
Daniel Skinner knew the valno of the 
timber for ship spars, and he thought 
be could find a profitable market for it

The method employed iu curing the 


eelebratoa Siuithiklil imn^ is a» follows:

Tiien thu nV.-iU 
surface is sprinkled with finely ground 
erode- salt]* t«r u-itil ilio banis orv as 
whitt) as though cohered by a moderate 
frost, or, say. u»c< thm> to four pouu«U 
of the powdered »alt polar Co 1,000 
pounds of hams. 


Afrer applying the saltpeter, immedi- 


ately salt with the Liverpool fine salt. 
covering well :he entire surface. Now 
pack the hams in bulk, but not on piled 
more than three feet high. In ordinary 
weather the hams should remain thus 
for three days. 


Then break balk and resalt with the 


fine salt The hams thus salted and re- 
sulted snocld now remain in salt in hulk 
one day for each and every pound t ch 
ham weighs — that is, a two pound ham 
should remain two days, and in snctt 
proportion of time for larger and smaller 
sizes. 


Next yon wash with tepid water un- 


til the hams are thoroughly cleaned and 
after partially drying rub the entire 
surface with finely ground black pepper. 


Now the bams should be hung up in 


tho smokehouse, and this important 
operation be begun. The smoking should 
be very gradually and slowly done, last- 
ing SO or 40 days, most packers using 
green hickory or red oak to smoke with. 


After the bams are cured and smoked 


they should be repeppered to guard 
against vermin and then bagged. These 
hams improve with age and may be con- 
sidered perfect at about one year old. 


The conclusion naturally to bo drawn 


from these facts is chat any ham treat- 
ed as these packers treat theirs would 
be better than the average. The Smith - 
field ham, however, owes its popularity 
to its peculiar flavor, and this flavor is 
not due to the manner in which it is 
cured, else any ham cured in the same 
manner would rival it.

centage of sugar, but they also afforded 
u higher yield per acre, 23 determined 
in the experiments at Schnyler. The 
mean tonnage per acre from the home 
grown seed was 21.1 aud from tho im- 
ported seed 17.9. The menu pounds of 
sugar produced per acre from tho home 
grown seed were 5,^91 and from the im- 
ported seed 5,185. This shows au in- 
crease of about 13 percent in tho actual 
quantity of sugar per acre when domes- 
tic seed was used. 


The quantity of seed required to plant 


an aero is about 15 pounds.

by tho importation of foreign seeds 
there is danger of introducing those 
fungoid and inicrobian diseases of beets 
which have produced such ravages iu 
Europe.

The distance from Chicago to 


Crestline, 280 miles, waa covered In 


hours and 8 minutes. When It la 


considered that 16 miles of the ran 
through Chicago occupied 39 minutes 
and that four other stops were made, 
from 6 to 7 minutes each, it Is seen 
that a very rapid run was made. 


Ten miles of the distance, between 


Ada and Dunkirk, was passed In 8 
minutes, a 75 miles aa hour rats. 
Mie distance from Liverpool to Clark 
"unction, 8 1-10 miles, was traversed 
n 7 minutes. In 862 minutes the train 
came from Fort Wayne to this city, a 
distance of 65 miles. Only 24 min 
utes were occupied in coming from 
Van Wert to this city. The speed 
of the train from Chicago to Crest- 
Ine was faster than it was from 
Crestline to Plttsburg. East of Crest 
ine the speed had to be reduced on 
account of the many sharp curves. 


Tbe train made the return trip 


'rom Chicago to Crestline In thirty 
Ive minutes less time than was re 
quired in running from Crestline to 
Chicago. No accident occurred and 
the 
trip was a very successful 


one, 
and 
the 
officials 
were 


pleased with the experiment. If the 
train should have made as good time 
east of PIttsborg as tt did west of 
Pittsbnrg, the return trip will have 
been made in about 18 hours, which 
Is 6 hours faster than the fast trains 


preoant n*k* the trip.
